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DETAILED ACTION 

This is the first Office action on the merits of Application No. 10/756,925 
filed on January 14, 2004. Claims 18-34 are currently pending. 

Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election with traverse of the species of Figures 3 and 4 in the reply 
filed on May 18, 2005 is acknowledged. The traversal is persuasive and the 
requirement for election is hereby withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 18-34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The last 5 lines of claim 1 8 are unclear. First of all it is unclear what is meant by 
the phrase "the first working space (7) is maintained". Nor is it clear how the space 7 
can be said to be maintained "by means of a second piston". As best understood 
pressure can be supplied to the space 7 depending n the position of the second piston 
16 or 17. Also the last two lines of the claim are confusing as to what communicates 
with the clutch space. Presumably the recitation. of the parallel clutch should occur 
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between the recitation of the second working space and the clutch space, rather than 
after the recitation of the clutch space. The claim needs to be amended in order to 
more particularly point out the disclosed structure and the operation thereof. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 18-34 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

The information disclosure statements (IDS) submitted on January 14, 2004 and 
February 2, 2004 have been considered by the examiner. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Will '108, Muller '313 and Paulsen '581 disclose devices for 
controlling hydraulic clutches in a transmission in the event of failure of an electronic 
control unit.
